Manager’s Message 


One of the most unusual and endearing features of the Cape Play- 
house is the loyalty it engenders, not only among its subscribers, but also 
among its staff members. While no staff member can equal the record of 
our Gold Key subscribers, some of whom have been with us almost from 
the start of the theatre in the 20’s, our managing director Charles Mooney 
arrived at the Playhouse in the summer of ’49 and our scenic designers, 
Helen Pond and Herbert Senn, started in the early 1950’s. Many of our. 
executive and technical staff members came in the mid-60’s, making the 
average length of service among our employees over 10 years — surely a 
record along the straw hat circuit. 

It has always been our policy to promote from within whenever 
possible; thus an usher can become a box office assistant, a technician 
can work his way up to stage manager, as Our present stage manager has 
done. 

Every season, it seems, there are fewer and fewer replacements on our 
Staff, despite the fact that while the Playhouse is a fun place to work, it 
is also a demanding place to work, as hours are long and pay is small for 
the number of days and hours put in during a week. Every department has 
a hectic schedule and rigid deadlines to meet: ads must go in on time, 
program copy must be in the printer’s hand well in advance of each show, 
posters must be delivered all over the Cape, sets must be designed and 
constructed in just a few days, props must be borrowed and returned, sub- 
scription and ticket orders must be filled correctly, casts must be housed 
and travel arrangements made — the show, of course, must go on and 
the curtains must rise at 8:30 and 2:30, despite any behind-the-scenes 
crises that can and do occur. 

We like to feel that the high standards of professionalism set so many 
decades ago by our founder Raymond Moore are being maintained year 
after year thanks largely to our loyal and devoted staff. We hope that you 
agree.

Of all the gadflies Provincetown ever 
hatched to buzz at Plymouth, indisputably 
the peskiest was Harry Kemp, the eccentric, 
imaginative, and effervescent poet, who died 
in 1960, aged seventy-six. 

Once a ruggedly bohemian ornament of 
Greenwich Village, Kemp lived in Province- 
town for more than forty years. He called 
himself the Poet of the Dunes, and often 
wrote with a quill plucked from a sea gull’s 
wing. 

His reflections on Pilgrim history 
inspired him to compose, among hundreds 
of other verses, a number of taunting coup- 
lets that the Provincetown Town Crier could 
sometimes be heard reciting. A sample goes: 


Ring loud this story 
from coast to coast: 
Provincetown’s true glory is 
Plymouth’s false boast. 


Kemp belonged to the old Provincetown 
Players, and was a friend and drinking com- 
panion of Eugene O'Neill in the playwright’s 
Cape Cod days. 

Subsequently, when Kemp was not living 
in a driftwood shack on the rolling dunes 
near the town, he made his home ina 
grubby storeroom back of a real-estate office 
on its main street. 


He found the latter setting congenial 
partly because he paid no rent and partly 
because O’Neill’s former lodgings were 
directly overhead. (Provincetown once put a 
plaque there honoring the playwright, but, 
being an eccentric community, spelled his 
name “O'Neil.” 

Kemp championed Provincetown’s cause 
and propagandized against what he called 
“the hoax of the Rock’’ for more than a 
decade, not always with the unanimous 
approval of his fellow-townsfolk. 

He came in for criticism once when he 
used a bottle of gin to christen a roadside 
sign showing the way to the Pilgrim’s first 
landing place. The poet calmly defended 
himself by saying that the Pilgrims were gin 
drinkers and that he could conceive of no 
beverage more appropriate for the cere- 
mony. 

Later, he tried hard to find a sponsor for 
a twelve-foot granite statue of a Pilgrim laun- 
dress he wanted to have set up in Province- 
town in commemoration of the first Monday 
Washday. He invited the nation’s soap com- 
panies to get together and become joint pat- 
rons of this project, but their reactions were 
lukewarm. 

Since his death, Provincetown has been 
raising funds to have the statue put up — if 
only in plaster — as a memorial to him.

Kemp looked upon his struggle to 
educate other Americans about Province- 
town as a crusade, and, like many crusaders 
before him, he was not only militant but 
often quite lonely. 

He presided over the Provincetown Pil- 
grims’ Association, which he founded in 
order to give his crusade institutional dignity, 
but it attracted only a dozen or so members, 
and even within this limited group there was 
strife. A vice-president resigned after Presi- 
dent Kemp, miffed at something or other this 
subordinate had said, rapped on the door of 
his home at one o'clock in the morning and 
challenged him to come out and fight. 

The Association has never been highly 
thought of in Plymouth. On its stationery, 
which has a flamboyant letterhead bearing 
the inscription ‘‘Provincetown — Where the 
Pilgrims First Landed,’’ Kemp once wrote to 
the chairman of the Board of Selectmen of 
Plymouth, calling upon him to issue a formal 
proclamation of Provincetown’s priority in 
the Mayflower’s itinerary. 

Kemp received a frosty reply stating that 
the Board ‘‘has no desire or intent to deviate 
from the recorded pages of the established 
history of the United States.’’ The Board 
failed to indicate which of the conflicting 
recorded pages of established American his- 
tory it had no desire or intent to deviate 
from. 

Every now and then, Kemp would stride 
boldly into Plymouth, usually wearing a flow- 
ing toga and a wreath of wintergreen — a 
plant he regarded as better suited than laurel 
to his kind of poetry. 

He made one such trip, thus attired, in 
1952, to attend the premiere of ‘Plymouth 
Adventure,” a Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer motion 
picture about the Pilgrims. The film was a 
grave disappointment to Kemp. While it was 
being made, he had written a spirited letter 
to Dore Schary, its producer, urging him not 
to slight Provincetown, and had backed this 
up by getting five hundred and fifty-one 
Provincetown school children to sign a peti- 
tion imploring Schary to pay strict attention 
to history and also to please hold the world 
premiere of the picture in Provincetown. 

To the children, Schary replied sonor- 
ously, ‘‘You may be sure that we will spare 
no effort in this challenging enterprise to 
bring faithfully, and with integrity, to the 
screen such great moments as the Signing of

the Mayflower Compact and The First Land- 
ing of the Pilgrims,” and added that he was 
seriously considering holding the premiere 
in Provincetown. 

When M-G-M decided to hold it in 
Plymouth instead, Kemp was angry. On see- 
ing the film, which gave Provincetown the 
brushoff, he was incensed. He went home 
and composed a poetic diatribe entitled 
‘Agenda for the Denunciation of Dore 
Schary,”’ which he later intoned in the streets 
of both Provincetown and Plymouth. 

In Plymouth, too, Kemp once got into a 
fiery debate with a man who told him that 
the Pilgrims’ stopover in Provincetown had 
been so transitory that it couldn’t really be 
called a landing. ‘If that wasn’t a landing,” 
Kemp shouted, nearly tripping over his robe 
in his agitation, ‘you'd better dig Webster up 
from his grave and have him redefine the 
word.” 

Kemp was an exceptional swimmer. He 
took a dip in the ocean every day, summer 
or winter. 

It was his notion that an annual swim- 
ming event — the American Channel Swim, 
he called it — over the twenty miles or so 
of water from Provincetown to Plymouth 
would do much to remind people that the 
Pilgrims followed the same course, and in 
1954, in an effort to stir up interest in his 
proposal, he staged a preview of what the 
Swim might be like. 

Kemp was unable to recruit anyone who 
could negotiate the entire distance, but he 
assembled a handful of reasonably proficient 
swimmers, including four attractive young 
ladies. With the poet, dressed as Neptune, 
leading the way, the party plunged into the 
water at Provincetown and struck out for 
Plymouth. 

“We took off with no previous concate- 
nation of effort, but we swam like an 
aquacade, even though one of the girls had 
a terrible hangover,’’ Kemp once told me. 
After several hundred yards of splashing and 
groaning, the aquacade was hauled up onto 
the deck of an accompanying fishing boat, 
which then chugged on across the Bay. Half 
a mile off Plymouth, the swimmers, revived 
and fortified by red wine, took to the water 
again, and made their way to the Rock. 

Kemp had hoped to be met and thrown 
into stocks by a throng of irate Plymouth offi- 
cials dressed in Pilgrim costumes, but 
Plymouth, not wanting to participate in any 
stunt that might publicize Provincetown, 
totally ignored the dripping invaders. 

The following summer, Kemp persuaded 
a survivor of the previous year’s incursion to 
strike out for Plymouth once more, on a non- 
stop basis. But after covering almost half the 
course, Kemp’s man had to be pulled from 
the water. His ribs hurt, and it subsequently

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developed he had broken one of them the 
day before. 

Such is the poet’s lot in the modern 
world. 

Kemp had diabetes, and, of course, kept 
going with the help of insulin. ‘It makes me 
feel glorious!’”’ he said to me. ‘My God, it’s 
by a miracle of science that | can write my 
great poetry and enjoy the adventure of 
life!” 

He found a gratifying use for the little 
glass containers his insulin came in. He 
would fill them with sand from the beach the 
Pilgrims first landed on and send them to 
eminent citizens, along with this homemade 
couplet: 


Not on Plymouth Rock 

but on Provincetown sand, 
The Pilgrim Fathers 

first came to land. 


Kemp was conscientious about the sand 
he shipped out. 

‘I’m no paragon of virtue, but you’ve 
got to do the right thing,”” he would say. “If 
| used sand from any old place, instead of 
from right where they landed, I’d soon be 
doing something even more corrupt, and 
eventually I'd be thoroughly corrupted. So | 
go straight to the landing place and get my 
sand there, and | have somebody watch me 
to make sure.” 

He sent his grainy tokens to the gover- 
nors of all the states and of Hawaii, when it 
was still a territory. He hoped Hawaii would 
send him in return some long-distance swim- 
mers for his American Channel Swim, and 
pointed out that Hawaii could benefit hugely 
from the publicity it would derive from the 
affair. ‘‘If you want statehood, come and 
swim for it,’’ he wrote. But Hawaii begged 
off. 

To deliver some Provincetown sand to 
the Governor of Massachusetts, Kemp, wear- 
ing a Pilgrim costume, flew to Boston in 1950 
in a plane operated by the Provincetown- 
Boston Airline, which runs a direct shuttle 
service between the two ports and has the 
inexact, if heartfelt, slogan “The Route of the 
Pilgrims.” 

On this particular flight, however, the 

plane did not follow its regular route. 
Instead, it detoured to Plymouth, where it 
dived low over the Rock. Leaning out of a 
window and taking careful aim, Kemp glee- 
fully bombed Plymouth Rock with Province- 
town sand. 
He thought he hit his target, and felt 
sure that even if he didn’t, the Forefathers 
would have understood and appreciated the 
gesture.

On every November 21st from 1947 on, 
Kemp duplicated, after a fashion, the Pil- 
grims’ first landing. 

He would dress a few men, women, and 
children in Pilgrim trappings, which a fisher- 
man’s wife made for him, take the party off 
shore in a fishing boat, and then row them 
in to the stern and sand-bound coast of 
Provincetown, where they all struck suitable 
poses of thankfulness and Kemp read a 
poem — a different one every year — that 
he composed for the rite. 

“God, what words!”’ he was heard to 
exclaim after one recital. ‘‘Did they come out 
of me? They’re good!” 

After one re-enactment, Kemp took a 
jagged piece of streaky brown wood, roughly 
two inches square, out of his pocket and 
reverently floated it on the water. This 
object, which he usually kept in a cigar box, 
was, he believed, a fragment of the May- 
flower. It was given to him in 1950 by the late 
Hamilton Holt, for many years president of 
Rollins College, in Florida. 

One of the dormitories there is called 
Mayflower Hall, and has a much larger hunk 
of similar wood embedded in it. Both pieces 
of wood were taken from a barn in Bucking-

hamshire, England, whose rafters, many 
people maintain, were once part of the May- 
flower’s hull. Another school of thought 
holds that the Mayflower sank, and was lost 
for all time, in the North Sea in 1623. 

It is known, though, that in 1624 some 
surveyors appointed by the High Court of 
the Admiralty appraised the Pilgrims’ ship at 
around a hundred and twenty-five pounds 
sterling, so even if she sank, it would seem 
that part of her, at least, was salvaged. 

Whatever the case, it has been estab- 
lished that there were a score or so British 
ships named Mayflower afloat around 1620, 
and there is no proof that the timbers in the 
Buckinghamshire barn, if they did come from 
a Mayflower, came from the Mayflower, 
Kemp was not bothered by such quibbles. 

‘Plymouth hasn’t got a piece of the May- 
flower,’’ he would say. ‘‘We have!”’ 

One ambition of Kemp’s Provincetown 
Pilgrims’ Association was to get a full-scale 
replica of the Pilgrims’ Mayflower. This was 
also a primary goal of a more influential 
group, in Plymouth — the Plimoth Planta- 
tion, which has been responsible for con- 
structing a number of Pilgrim-style buildings 
there. 

When the sponsors of the English-built 
replica of the Mayflower not only implied

that she might bypass Provincetown after 
crossing the Atlantic but disclosed that they 
were going to turn her over to the Plimoth 
Plantation, Kemp was furious. He dashed off 
indignant cables to Sir Winston Churchill and 
Queen Elizabeth, neither of whom replied — 
in her case, possibly because he had 
couched his protest in Elizabethan language. 

After a time, Kemp prevailed on the 
Selectmen of Provincetown and the presi- 
dent of the Cape Cod Pilgrim Memorial 
Association, a neighbor who was also presi- 
dent of Provincetown’s principal bank, to 
cable additional protests. The banker got an 
answer: The Queen, a royal secretary had 
been commanded to inform him, felt that the 
issue under discussion was outside her pro- 
vince. 

Kemp then declared that if the new 
Mayflower bypassed Provincetown, he'd 
have a band of robust fishermen standing by 
to go after her in an armed trawler, fire a 
shot across her bow, and compel her to 
come about and follow the Pilgrims’ course. 

He won out, after a fashion; on its way 
to Plymouth, the ship did briefly poke its 
Squat nose — it had to be tugged — into 
Provincetown’s expectant harbor. 

But despite the poet’s valiant efforts, the 
facts about the Pilgrims are unlikely ever to 
catch up with the legends their peregrina- 
tions inspired. 

Maybe it doesn’t matter too much, and 
maybe some day the people of both 
Plymouth and Provincetown will eventually 
heed the metrical summation that Kemp, evi- 
dently caught by his Muse with his guard 
down, wrote with his sea-gull’s-quill pen a 
few years before his death: 


What matter where they landed first, 
Or where the infancy was nursed 
Of this our great and favored land — 
Whether upon the Rock or sand?

And momentarily, fashion has taken 
second billing to Watergate, rising gold 
values and the price of a head of let- 
tuce. But the pleasantries of fashion 
(like unto the unpleasantries of death or 
taxes) will always be with us. 

This summer, to the great relief of 
the moderates and the middle-aged 
(and | claim membership in both 
groups!), the gimicks have faded and 
have been replaced by a great collection 
of classics. There is more softness and 
femininity, and a lot more glamor.

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the decollete. And, these are usually 
shown with a matching (and sometimes 
completely sheer) cover, a shirt-jacket 
or a Cardigan. 

It is a great summer for evening 
sweaters, from little French and Italian 
knits to the late ’20’s look of the hip- 
hugging thin cardigans. And a summer 
for some very dramatic and very beauti- 
ful caftans. 

Just as we were infatuated with the 
romantic costuming for ‘‘Zhivago’’, the 
fashion-influencing movie this year Is F. 
Scott Fitzgerald’s ‘‘Gatsby” and the clas- 
sic trimmings of that story: the V-neck 
long silky knits with the single strand of 
pearls (or the slim gold chain on tanned 
collarbones) . . . the Chanel jackets . . 
. the pleated skirts . . . the white flan- 
nels ...the Panama straws... the 
champagnes and coffee au laits. It was 
a dandy’s time. . . and it’s still a dandy 
look. 

And with the Gatsby flannels, the 
gentlemen also have the pleasure of 
witnessing the return of the fine gabar- 
dine slack (now practically treated with 
dacron), and all these for the days of 
your calm, pale, subdued mood. There 
is plenty of color from which to choose 
when this will suit your fancy. 

It always interests me to read of col- 
ortul fashions for men as though this 
were innovative. Color is not new on 
the men’s scene: actually India madras 
has been around long enough to have 
experienced a “decline Instmeseanns 
‘60's before leveling off to the summer 
“basic” standing that it enjoys today. 

| can remember India madras and 
batik in a resort area shop 20 years ago. 
We had one very sunny window in our 
corner store in Delray Beach, and each 
day we would hang a madras jacket to 
fade. (This was an art, for it had to be 
watched and turned very carefully.) In 
those days, too, the dye ran more and 
faded faster than the dyes of today. . 
. and, we sold them as fast as we could 
fade them! 

Besides the basic madras (!), there 
is an excellent variety of slack cuts, col- 
ors and fabrics. There is also a two- 
button jacket shown now, but it is the 
three-button cut and the excellent 
double-breasted blazer that will never 
be completely left out of the male ward- 
robe. 

Men‘s shirts are the@heuman 
everybody’s taste. And whereas a year 
ago a button-down collar was almost 


impossible to find, there is a wide vari- 
ety now in short or long sleeves, print 
or solid fabric. There are a few wide ties 
still being shown, but the new cravats 
are narrower . . . with great combina- 
tions of stripes and subtle jacquard 
prints among the favorites. 

The comeback on foot has been 
staged by the espadrille (and admit- 
tedly, there are a few among us who 
never parted with this favorite rope sole 
summer shoe). Espadrilles from France 
and Italy are in solids and plaids, for 
both men and women. The key dress 
shoe of the ladies is the sandal, with a 
great variety of heels, straps ... and 
platforms. 

There has been nothing dramatic in 
Swimwear since Rudi Gernreich 
announced his topless suit in 1964. But 
the bikini has had its eventual 
acceptance (as did its predecessor, the 
two-piece suit!), and there are many 
variations of the one-piece swimsuit. 

The fabrics are prettier, they dry 
faster, and don’t fade as quickly. So 
“the” bathing suit this season is a one- 
piece, two-piece or bikini . . . depend- 
ing on the shape of things to come... 
to the beach in the summer of ‘73.
